A 
band of Crows, nuintiertuf about twenty, at- 
tempted t, > steal ponies belonging to a band 
of Sioux, nuinliering fifteen, both parties 
being en route to Bertbold to visit the 
Indians at that aaency. The Sioux were 
aroused nt midnight by the barking of their 
dogs, and seeing the Crows leading then 
ponies away o|>envd tire, and in a moment 
every Indian of both parties was skirmish- 
ing and tiring atsiut the low sage brush in 
their regular style of warfare. 

One of the Siohx squaws was killed by the 
first volley from the Crows, and this made 
the fighting by the Siouxs fierce aud desper- 
ate. The Crows were routed after four of 
their ineiiitiers had been killed and two 
wounde-l. and the remaining fourteen were 
pursued about five miles. Returning to 
their camp the Sioux scalped and mutilated 
the dead Crows, and paased the early morn- 
ing bout s in a spirited scalp .lance.

The Goose Bone's Predictions. 

The Louisville Times is a thorough 
liever in r lie aoose bone when it comei 
predicting the weather. The Times re- 1 
marks that "the goose bona foretells a 
*ery changeable winter, with some of the 
ODldaftl weather that can In- recalled 
thin the memory of ohl men. The ac- 
uracy of the predictions published in the 
Times last year, based upon the readings 
of the bone, will be remembered. The 
terrible weather of the 8th of January 
was foretold to the day. Forecasting the 
weather has been an interesting study in 
all ages, and many means have been em- 
ployed, but only the gooae bone, as a 
prophet, finds honor in its own land. In 
the farm houses of Eastern Kentucky it 
will be found hanging in most every hall, 
and the farmers are guided by it in put- 
ting in and caring for their wheat. The 
bone said that last winter would 
good one for wheat, and ao 
it proved. This year the promise is even 
more encouraging, as there will be plenty 
of snow and the average temperature low 
enough to keep it from melting. 

" Here is the reading of the bone for 
each of the three winter months. Paste 
in your hat and see whether the bone 
knows what it is talking about : Decem- 
ber will open clear enough, but the 
promises of its coming will soon be dis- 
pelled. About the 3rd of the month will 
come falling weather, with rain or snow, 
and it will be exceedingly disagreeable, 
with every variety of "nasty weather," 
until about the 18th, when there will fol- 
low a few pleasant days. The Christmas 
holidays will be cold, with most probably 
snow. The general character of the 
weather for the month will be falling, 
and not much will be seen of the sun. 
The average temperature will be lower 
than usual. 

January will come in with a bluster- 
rain, snow and cold— just such weather 
as makes fasoplefeel beet at home. Along 
.bout the »th of the month, however, 
the lines on the bone become indistinct, 
Indicating more plaaeanl weather. This, 

however, is only a prelude of what i* t<> 
follow. About the middle of the month 
red snots on t he DOM fro* more brilliant, 
and the dark, greasy ti acinus spread out 
over nearly the whole bone, thus indi- 
cate very severe weather. Many well 
versed in gooseology say that they never 
before saw the goose bone so terribly 
marked. A careful reading predicts a 
storm about the 16th of the month, fol- 
lowed by some of the coldest weather 
ever felt in this latitude ; and when it is 
remembered that the mercury in 
ville has been 20° below zero, aome idea 
may be formed as to what to expect. The 
storm here spoken of may be a few days 
earlier or later, as it is hard to single out 
days on the bone, but along about the 
middle of January great storms and ex- 
ceedingly cold weather may be looked 
for. Upon the whole, the mouth will 
show much snow and the average tem- 
perature will be lower than, probably, wi 
have ever known. 

"The first days of February will be 
cold, and if the little ground-ho, 
out on the lad, he will be in danger of 
freezing. After that the weather will 
moderate very decidedly, ai)d the re- 
mainder of the month will bechangeable, 
but with no remarkable weather. A kind 
of nondescript month that will have 
nothing In particular to distinguish 
from other Februaries. 

" Here the prophecy of the bone ends, 
but with the heavy drifts of snow that 
such a winter will leave in the mouutaina, 
and the ground frozen too hard to drink 
in the water, it is probable that the rivers 
will wash out the record of flood tidea."
